| ita. third day of hearing this morning before 
threa Apponl Jidgéa, Sir Havilland de 
Sensei Miz Justice Gompertz and Mz. 
Justice Harsland. The parties are the 
Great Western’ Smelting’ and Refining 
Company plaintifis and respondents, and 
[Francisco Porsira Mamues, of Macao, 
defondant snd gppellant.

Mr. Justice Gompertz: If it did not do 
that, Arndt did not comply with his 
contract. a ‘ 
» Mr. Sharp agreed, and added that the

agreement had been treated by both parties 
assp eaking from the date of the principal 
contrach : 

This concluded Mr. Sharp's argument én 
the construction of the documents but ke 
said there were one or two points in Mr. 
Pollock's addrasa to which he wished to 
refer. In the first place he had said that 
the sum of $38,000 (the differeace in Hong. 
kong and Canton exchange on the two 
Jakha) bad never been ‘deposited with 
the Kwangtung: Government. If thi 
wore true it was ‘immaterial for it 
was no part of the sgreement that the 
money was tobe deposited with the 
Kwangtung Goverament. A gnod many 
disburrements wera mote before Arudt 
failed and, mony bribes seemed to have 
been paid—an e-eontinl part of such. =i 
undertaliny in Chien, no doubt—unl there 
Was no evidence that thiv mutey was nz 
usedvin the enterprise. Mr Prliork, hid 
argued that **it was a condition precetent 
to liability that there was nu material left 
in the p-ovince,” but Marques wan ta got 
$49,000 for undertaking this. quarante», 
and that connoted a very substantis risk. 
Tf the guarantee had been rentricted to 
the smount of material io the province 
there would have been practically no risk, 
for it was absurd to suppose there Was not 
the material in the province. The enter- 
prise did vot break down for want of 
cannon, but on account of Arndt’s iaability 
to abip material collected,’ though there 
was of course a certain atount of trouble 
with the Chinese officials, — ae
